Washington, D. C., July &8—[Spe- 
cial. ]—Congress this afternoon passed 
a resolution instructing the authorities 
at Ellis island to turn their hospital 
over to the city of New York for the 
care of infantile paralysis victims. 

The resolution was put through the 
senate without ‘debate and promptly 
brought up im the house, where it took 
less than a minute to pass it. 

The remarkable speed with which 
congress acted indicated that in case 
further assistance is needed it will be 
forthcoming in ungrudging manner. 
Members of both the house and the 
senate were unanimous in their expres- 
sions that the federal ,overnment 
should cojperate with the state and 
local authorities at every stage of the 
battle against the epidemic.

LONDON, July 8.—Gen. Foch’s troops 
have resumed the attack. With the 
British on. the north hammering steadily 
at the Ger @ a line which they weakened 
yesterday, the French today an their 
second assault in the fierce Battle in 
Picardy.

TWO VILLAGES CAPTURED. 
The French forces wrested Harde- 
court and Mamelon from the Ger- 
mans and so forced a way close to. 
the railway that runs from Combies to 
Peronne, the immediate goal of the 


|| allied offensive on the Somme. 


The approaches of Hardecourt were 
captured by the French in the first 
hours of the great offensive, but the 


-| Germans held the village proper, which 


lies seven and one-half miles to the 
east of Albert and which formed a 
wedge in the allied lines. 

By the storming of this position to- 
day the allies straightened their lines 
from Montauban to Curilu. 

BRITISH LINES ADVANCED. 

Meanwhile the British again as- 
sailed the Thiepval-Muntauban line, 
where they succeeded yesterday in dis- 
lodging the German wedge centering on 
Contalmaison. They won the Bois de 
Trones and a farm southeast of the wood, 
and advanced at Ovillers after hand to 
hand fighting. 

Reports from the Britsh front relate 
that, in this attack, Gen. Haig’s troops 
pushed onward along a considerable front 
and penetrated to a depth of half a mile. 
At Contalmaison, too, these reports ar- 
sert, the British made considerable prog - 
ress. 

ALLIED LOSSES ARE LARGE. 
The Germans aré resisting fiercely. 
There seems little doubt that the allied 
drive, which proceeds through a maze 
of trenches and works fortified with twen- 
ty montha’ work, makes progress at neavy 
cost.

ONDON, July 9.—The official re- 
port issued by the war office to- 
night said: 
On our extreme right flank 
further important successes 
were gained by our troops. 

To the east of Bernafay wood, afier 
a fierce preliminary bombardment, we 
stormed a line of trenches and gained 
lodgement in a_ strongly defended 
wood known as the Bois de Trones. 
There we captured 150 prisoners and 
several machine guns. 

The French on our right flank great- 
ly assisted our advance by the fire of. 
their artillery. The enemy losses from 
the combined Anglo-French bombard- 
ment were severe. 

A strong German counter attack in 
mass, subsequently launched across 
the open against these captured po- 
sitions, broke down. The enemy re- 
tired in disorder. 

In the neighborhood of Ovillers 
hand to hand fighting continues 
among the ruins of the village. But 
we made an appreciable advance. 

In the last few days we captured 
twenty guns, fifty-one frachine guns, 
a large number of automatic rifles, 
trench mortars, mine firers, canister 
throwers, and searchlights.

In the Thiepval sector there was a suc- 


cession of bitter attacks and counter at-|— 


tacks. The British several times suc- 
ceeded by violent assaults in obtaining a 
foothold in Thiepval, but each time were 
ejected from the ruins of the village. Their 
losses gre described as “ extraordinarily 
heavy. ’ 

The only British success, and this is de- 
clared to be unimportant, was the capture 
of a salient of German trenches east of 
La Boisselle, only a short distance east 
of the original German line. From La 
Boisselle southward the fighting was of 
a local character.

_TURKS REPULSE RUSSIANS 


IN ATTACKS IN CAUCASUS.

‘Statement Issued in Constantinople 

Says That Enemy Suffered Heav- 
ily in His Vain Attacks. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July &8~Russian 

’ roops in the Caucasus have made vain 

- efforts to regain positions captured by 

the Turks, and were repulsed with large 

. losses, the war office announced today. 
‘The statement follows: 

Is the Tchoruk sector local fighting 
eontmues. Our troops took from the 
enemy another portion of his posi- 
tions north of the Tchoruk; on our 
left wing. Counter attacks made by 
the enemy with the purpose of taking 
us by surprise and recapturing the 
positions were repulsed completely, 

’ with enormous losses for the attack- 
ing forces. In the course of his fruit- 
less onslaught, the enemy left before 
one of our positions 400 dead. Guns, 
a quantity of munitions, cases of 
rifies, tents, equipment and other ma- 
tertals fell into our possession.

PRLIN, July 8.—The official state- 
iment regarding operations on the 
western front says: 
On both sides c{ the Somme our 
heroism and tenacity prepared for 
the enemy a day full of delusions, 
Numerous and continuously repeated 
attacks were repulsed with sanguin- 
ary losses. The enormous number 
of fallen Englishmen before the 
Ovillers-Contalmaison-Bazentine le 
Grand sector, and of fallen French- 
men before Biaches-Soyecourt front, 
give an indication of the masses of 
enemy forces employed for the at- 
tacks and of the devastating effect 
of our artillery, machine gun, and . 
infantry fire. 

On the right bank of the Meuse 
the enemy continyes to sacrifice his 
men in strong, fruitless assaults 
against our position on Froide Terre 
hill. He has not been able to win a 
foot of ground. Several hundred pris- 
oners fell into our hands.

“WHITE’S GRINGO SCOUTS” 
READY TO GO, COLONEL SAYS 
Only 48 Hours’ Notice Wanted to 


Get First Provisional Regiment 
Started to Border. 


More than 1,000 men with military ex- 
perience, members of the First Provision- 
al regiment of Illinois, better known as 
‘“White’s Gringo Scouts,” can be placed 
in the fleld ready for active duty within 
forty-eight hours after the call, according 
to Col. Edward H. White, commanding 
the regiment.

$100,000,000 LOAN? 


Mexico City, July 8.—Newspapers here 
today publish a story that a group of New 
York bankers has offered to loan the 
Carranza government $100,000,000. Edi- 
toriaHy it is stated that with this new 
move the Mexican financial situation is 
in a fair way to being settled. 

Several prominent leaders of the de 
facto government met at the National 
palace today and, it is understood here, 
preliminary consideration was given to 
the suggestion in the latest note from 
Secretary Lansing that the Mexican gov- 
ernment propose some practical plan 
through which the difficulties now exist- 
ing between the two governments might 
be solved. 

While the greatest secrecy concerning 
the meeting was maintained, it became 
known that two plans were considered. 
One plan called for a telegraphic confer-

He has 
retired the Pershing force more than 200 
miles and has sent no additional troops 
inte Mexico. He has recognized Gen 
Trevino's order to prevent any American 
movement east, west or south and dropped 
the grievance furnished by the massacre 
of the Boyd command at Carrizal. 
Carranza has ignored all of the presi- 
dent's demands except in regard to the re- 
lease of the Carrizal prisoners. The 
president has been receding from his po- 
Mion ever since the Carrizal affair just 
as he began to back down in his fight 
on Huerta after the battle of Vera Cruz.

The colonel, sitting under the 
cool flap of his tent and fanned by a 
faint breeze, was moved to compassion 
by the sight of the guard pacing up and 
down in front in the boiling sun. 

“I don’t know why that man should he 
guarding me,”’ Col. Foreman remarked to 
Capt. Frank Schwengel. “It’s too hot 
to carry a gun today,’’ he said to the 
guard; *‘ beat it to your troop quarters.” 
Then the colonel went to the sergeant 
major’s tent and gave orders to have the 
entire guard of the camp relieved from 
uty until the cool of the evening. 


Relieves 100 Men. 


The order took 160 men out of the sun 
and allowed them to lounge in the shade of 
the mesquite trees. The boys were grate- 
ful. 

“There will be no more guard duty in 
the morning,” said Col. Foreman.

Massacre Mexicans and Burn 
Captives at Stake, Is Re-

Nogales. Ariz., July 8.—From two to 
three hundred Carranza soldiers and 
camp followers were massacred by 
Broncho Yaquis early this week in lower 
Sonora, according to stories told today 
by arrivals from that part of Mexico 
Those of the de facto detachment not 
killed by gunfire, it is said, were burned 
at the stake. 

While reports place the number of dead 
at 300, conservative estimates made on 
the known disposal of troops near the 
scene of the massacre put the loss at 200. 

While it is known that large numbers 
of Yaquis have joined the de facto army 
there has been general disbelief that the 
entire Indian nation, including the 
Broncho or wild Yaquis, have made peace 
with the Mexicans. For that reason the 
reports of the revolt and ensuing slaugh- 
ter generally are credited.

El Paso, Tex., July 8.—[ Special. )]—Sey- 
eral border raids were reported today, but 
none of them has been confirmed.

WOMEN TO HAVE 
“TRAINING CAMP 

Two Weeks’ Courses for 


« Nurses to Be Given at 
Lake Geneva. 


LIFE IN TENTS PLANNED 


——— 

A Red Cross training camp for women, 
similar to the one held at Chevy Chase, 
will be established by the Navy league 
at Lake Geneva, Wis. Here the women 
of Chicago and of the middle west will 
have the opportunity to go into campand 
experience the sort of life led by Red 


Cross nurses in actual service in the field. | 


' This service school will begin a two 
weeks* course on Aug. 15. n Sept. 1 
another group of women will enter for 
the second fortnight’s course. Thisis the 
third national service school to be estab- 
lished by the Navy league. The first wrs 
held at Chevy Chase, near Washington, jn 
May, and the second is now being carried 
on in San Francigco. 


Lolita Armour First to Enroll. 

Throughout the country society and 
club women *have réspondéd to the call 
of these training camps. The number at 
the Lake Geneva camp wili pe limited to 


_— 


the order they are received. 

Miss Lolita Armour of Lake Forest was 
the first to enroll for the course, and «he 
has stirred the enthusiasm of the Junior 
auxiliary of the Red Cross Workshop to 
such an extent that twelve of the best 
known girls of Lake Forest have agrecd 
to try the experiment with her. 

The women live in regulat’on tents and 
are under strict military discipline. All 
students wear a regular uniform with, 
skirt and blouse cf khaki. and are re- 
quired to take military calisthenics. This 
course includes setting-up exercises, held 
in the morning immediat after re- 
vellle, and are similar to tho&e used in 
the army. = 

Enough drill in military formations is 
given to keep the students in good phys- 
ical condition. The course includes the 
first aid classes, diet courses, instruction 
on home care of the sick, making of 
surgical dressings, and other hospital 
supplies. 


Classes in Signal Work. 

Classes in telegraphy, wireless and 
other signal work will be established, as 
it is the belief of the Navy league that 
women could be of real service as tele- 
graph operators in event of wer, because 
there are 40,000 telegraph operators in 
the Unit States, mostly able bodied 
men, who/'could do'service et the front 
if their places at home were taken by the 
women. ‘Instruction will be given in mo- 
tor and ambulance driving.

This is the last of three state- 
ments presenting the school board’s 
side of the fight over the Teachers’ 
, federation and the dropping of six- 

ht teachers. It comes 

John W. Eckhart, vice president of 
the school board. 


BY JOHN W. ECKHART. 
The present attack upon the board of 
education is based upon its action in 
amending two sections of the education 


tract of employment for the ensuing year 
to sixty-eight of its 8,000 teachers. 

As to the first point of attack. Those 
who have led in it have charged that the 
board hag struck out and abolished its 
civil service rules and has destroyed the 
right of teachers to permanent employ- 
ment. Both of these charges are abso- 
lutely false. 


|stringent, exacting, and protecting than 


The civil service law of this state ap- 
plying to Chicago expressly excludes 
from its operation the teachers, and the 
board, under the statutes, has unlimited 
power to employ for one year each, any 
persons it desires as teachers. Never- 
theless the board has refrained from tak- 
ing advantage of its absolute freedom in 
this matter, but has used it to enact valid 
and binding rules in reference to employ- 
ment and promotion of teachers far more 


anything contained in the civil service 
law governing the other employés. 


Basis of Complaints. 

The first amendment complained of 
was of that rule which was entitled ““An- 
nual election of members of the educa- 
tional department.’ The last sentence 
reads: “At suck annual election all 
teachers who have not been notified of 
unsatisfactory work during the preced- 
ing year shail be reflected for the en- 
suing year.”’ 

The second amendment complained of 
was that of the rule entitled ‘“‘ Perma- 
nence of positions of members of the edu- 
cational department,”’ by striking out 
the words “permanently .. . subject 
to such form of appointment by the board 
of education or its authorized agents as 
may be necessary to comply with the 
requirements of the statutes.” 

Neither of these rules added anything 
to the rights of teachers as to permanency 
of position. Both were absolutely illegal. 
By the laws of the state the board has 
not and never has had power to employ 
teachers for more than one year. This 
has been known for years by all! directly 
interested persons.

At Front Most of Time. 

Bince he committed Italy to an espousal 
of the gause of the powers of the entente, 
he has been at the front almost uninter- 
ruptedly, his visits to Rome, to his wife 
and children having been few and far be- 
tween; and then only for the briefest 
period and when his presence in the Eter- 
nal city was needed for somie pressing 
business of state. 

While he. has thus been on the front. 
sharing all the hardships and fatigues of 
his officers and soldiers, eating their fare, 
and sharing their ‘dugouts, their huts, ahd 
their. tents, he has not attempted in any 
way to interfere with the operations of 
Generalissimo Count Cadorna. —

ECONOMIC VALUE, TOO 


The silence in the wards in the county 
hospital is soon to give way to the hum 
of industry. After July 15, the board of 
Illinois Training School for Nurses has 
decided, invalid occupations will be 
taught to convalescents. 

The thhands that heretofore have been 
folded will be knitting shawls and sweat- 
ers and weaving rugs and baskets. 

There will be three groups, one for 
young women, another for the older 
women, and the third for the men, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Ira C. Wood, president 


of the board of the Illinois Training 


School for Nurses. 


Employ a Teacher, 

“A teacher has been empioyed for the. 
next four months as an experiment,” Mrs. 
Wood said. “ The girls in ward 42 are ai- 
ready sewing rags together for the rugs 
which the men will be put to weaving on 
small machines. 

* The primary purpose of the instruction 
is to benefit the patient by giving him 
something to do in the period of illness. 
The cure is more rapid when an invalid’s 
mind and hand are both occupied. Then 
the economic value to the patient upon 
leaving the hospital is not to be ignored. 
A young man who learned how to knit 
sweaters with one hand at the classes in 
the Michael Reese hospital is now self- 
supporting. He has many orders for 
sweaters. Men can learn to crochet.” 


Use Old Fabrics. 

“ Old pieces of silks and brocades and 
velvets that are thrown away make beau- 
tiful rugs and quilts. Unfinished fancy 
work would make a girl in the hospital 
happy for a-week. 

* Last winter thirty nurses attende:i the 
invalids’ occupations classes in Michael 
Reese hospital and they learned the »2ne- 
fits of industry for the sick. There were 
fifty-five of our nurses who went down to 
see an exhibit of the work. Nurses on 
private duty in chronic cases should be 
able to teach their patients some of the 
invalids’ occupations."’ .

Ker- 
win and former Police Lieut. John J. 
Tobin are now awaiting trial on charges 
of operating a confidence game.

Kid ” were indicted at the same time. The 
“ Kid,” however, disappeared and was 
thought to have fied to Mexico. He was 
last seen at the Willard-Johneson fight in 
Havana in the spring of 1915.

Commerce Body Analyzes Con- 
vention Claims of Town on 
Atlantic Seaboard.

HICAGO ds still some little old sum- 
mer resort and premier convention 
town, it was pointed out yester-~- 
day, in spite of certain activities 
of a large city “ somewhere " on 

the New York seaboard, firet in trying by 
summary act of congress to cripple Chi- 
cago’s drainage system, and again by 
walking off with the convention honors 
in broad daylight. 

In answering the official announcement 
that “New York has distanced Chicago 
as the greatest convention center in the 
United States,” the Chicago Association 
of Commerce, also officially, has iseued 
the following analysis of the claims:

Four of these are rea! honest- 
to-goodness conventions. These four 
conventions are national in character and 
a real financial] asset to any city selected 
for their annual meeting. Sixty-one of 
the total are really seubdivisional meetings 
of the four real conventions mentioned. 
Sixty-one plus four makes sixty-five. 
The remaining twelve are comparatively 
small affairs, but worthy of being listed, 
especially when the purpose is to reach 
a total of seventy-seven in order to 
eclipse the Chicago record for the same 
period. 

“The only discrepancy in the s 


is in the fact that one of the four lang, 
conventions (with thirteen sub- 
was held in May and not in July. 

“To recapitulate: Seventy-seven list- 
ed, of which sixty-four are subdivision 
meetings and not conventions; twelve are 
small, but O. K. Of the four large con- 
ventions, one organization unfortunately 
was not ‘among those present,’ having 
inconsiderately held their convention two 
months earlier and refusing to hold an- 
other annuai convention within sixty 
days thereof. However, the whole list 
presents a very good attempt to make 
sixteen ‘look like sixty’ and displays 
marvelous mathematical calisthenics in 
the attempt to ‘ distance ’ Chicago.”’

Depositors in the defunct La Galle 

Street Trust and Savings bank will re- 
ceive 70 cents on the dollar if the deci- 
sion given yesterday by Judge Fred- 
erick A. Smith is upheld by the higher 
courts. 
This estimate as to the amount that 
would be available to pay creditods was 
made last night by William C. Niblack, 
receiver of the Lorimer bank. 

The big surprise of Judge Smith's de< 
cision was the decree ordering the Cen< 
tral Trust Company of Illinois, of which . 
Charlies G. Dawes is president, to turn 
over $1,250,000, plus interest amount- 
ing to $250,000, to the receiver to sat- 
isfy claims. This money, it is admitted, 
never belonged to the La Salle street 
bank, but was advanced to William 
Lorimer at the time the bank was 
changed from a national to a state in- 
stitution in 1912. 


ASSESSES EACH STOCKHOLDER. 

Judge Smith's ruling also levied an as< 
sessment of $100 for every share of stock 
held by the stockholders of the bank. If 
it were possible to collect the full amount “ 
—the capital stock being $1,000,000—cred- 
itors would receive nearly 100 cents on 
the dollar under Judge Smith's ruling. 

Mr. Niblack made his estimate of 70 
cents on the basis of collecting only $300,- 
000 from the stockholders. He said a ma- 
jority of the shares were held by persons 
who are practically insolvent. A state- 
ment issued by Charlies Le Roy Brown, 
one of the attorneys in the litigation, 
declared that if present holders of the 
stock are not able to pay the assessment 
the liability will extend back to previous 
holders.

The claims against the bank, includ- 
ing depositors’ claims, amount to 
$3,600,000, according to Mr, Niblack, and 
this may be increased to $4,000,000 if 
certain matters in litigation are decided 
adversely to the receiver. 

Mr. Niblack has already arranged to 
pay depositors 25 cents on the dollar and 
figures it possible to raise the total pay- 
ments to 70 per cent if the court decision 
stands. : 


SOME LARGE SHAREHOLDERS. 

The biggest shareholders in the La Salle 
bank include C. B. Munday, 2,596 shares; 
William Lorimer, 900; L. L. Bacchus, 
190; Frank Cella, 100; Charlés G. Fox, 
144; M. L. Fox, 144; John F. Jelke, 250; 
F. W. Olin, 100; Mrs. John F. Powers, 100; 
Leo Strauss, 100, and Elmer Wilson, 100. 

Although Mr. Niblack declined to com- 
ment on the financial ability of indi- 
vidual shareholders, it was clear from his 
Statement that he does not count upon 
the larger owners to pay the full assess- 
ment, if any, imposed by the court. For 
instance, the assessment against Munday 
($259,600) and that against Lorimer ($90,- 
000), when combined, ig more than the 
aggregate Mr. Niblack expects to realize. 


CASE GOES TO HIGH COURT. 

That the case will be taken to the high- 
est courts was announced by attorneys 
for the Central Trust Company. Accord- 
ing to their view the Central Trust was 
only involved by reason of a “ courtesy "’ 
transaction and therefore is not Mable. 

An organization of stockholders will 
probably be formed to join with the Cen- 
tral Trust in appealing the case. Former 
Judge Elbridge Hanecy, who owns fifty 
shares, said last night he expected a 
move of this kind would be started after 
Judge Smith enters his formal decree. 
Stockholders as a whole, however, ex- 
pressed little hope of being able to avoid 
the $100 assessment imposed by the court. 

“I own five shares, and 1 presume that 
means it will cost me $5,000 for etock on 
which I never received any dividends,” 
said T. J. Magner, president of the Meek- 
er-Magner Casualty Insurance Company. 
“ Unfortunately I don't know of any 
charitable institutions that will take itoff 
my hands.”’ 


COURT STAND PRECEDENT.

BASIC REFORMS FOR DEFENSE. 
Congress confronted by an acute crisis for which 
it long ago should have prepared is now roaking 
large appropriations and hastily bringing up its

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The change is welcome. The measures are need- 
ed. But the circumstances in which they appear 
are not creditable or reassuring. If congress is 
always to wait until we are on the brink of war 
before it acts, the day will surely come when the 
country will pay heavily for its want of foresight. 

There are two underlying weaknesses in the con- 
ditfons of our defense We lack a policy and we 
set up politics over expert judgment. 

The foundation stones of a competent national 
defense are therefore lacking. We must have a 
policy which shall determine what the purpose and 
extent of our naval and military provisions shall be 
and an expert program for the practical realization 
of this policy. 

There are three institutions which, should be 
establisned to this end. ‘The first is a council of 
national defense. ‘The second and third are an 
army and navy general staff. 

The council of national defense has been propose J 
to two successive congresses without avail. It 
should be created by this congress without further 
delay. It should consist of the president, secre- 
taries of state, war, and the navy, the chairmen -: 
the committees on foreign affairs, war, and the navy, 
and of the budget committee when the latter is | 
created, and the chiefs of staff of the army and navy. 

The duty of this council would be to evolve a 
consistent program for defense legislation which 
shall conform to our internationai policies and re- 
sponsibilities, to suggést appropriate consistent leg- 
islation, and to codrdinmate expenaiture on all ele- 
ments of defense. 

One of the general staffs proposed, that of the 
army, is now in existence. It was created at the 
suggestion of Elihu Root when he was secretary of 
war, as a result of the military fiasco of 1898. Un- 
fortunately, it has never been treated with much 
respect by the politicians in congress, though it has 
done excellent service in — expert recom- 
mendations and in working out" some administrative 
reforms. It is too small for the work it should do. 

‘This enmity illustrates the need of a general staff. 
Hay is a pork hunting politician who is always 
trying to use the army for his own purposes. It 
was figures supplied by the general staff that ex- 
posed the bogus measure framed by Hay for the 
army at this sessiop.

The general board is good as far as it 
goes, but it should be fused in a comprehensive 
general staff plan. 

_ No private corporation could survive our system 
of legislation and expenditure for defense. If it 
continues we shall continue to waste millions an- 


we shall be overtaken at last by war ill prepared 
and pay for inefficiency in thousands of wasted lives 
as well as in crushing defeat. 

The genius for organization which Americans dis- 
play in business is shamefully absent from our gov- 
‘ernment, and especially in our organization for 
defense. This should be radically reformed and 
saved from the hands of the pork hunting, fence 
mending politicians who for years have kept us 
defenseless while spending hundreds of millions. 
But only an outburst of public indignation and a 
determined pressure for such definite basic reforms 
as we have outlined will induce congress to act 
‘against its own tradition and the personal interests 
of the professional politician.

At the Grand there is a pacifist production called 
“ Civilization,” which might be amusing as present- 
ing a comic hell if amusement were not stopped by 
the reflection that a great many people will see it 
and come away from it with their brains al] scram- 
bled by emotion. 

At the Colonial there is an exhibition of “ How 
Britain Prepared,” a masterpiece in cinema produc- 
tion, real, dignified, truthful, and at times magnili- 
cent. The difference between a shoddy bit of emo- 
tionalizing and a dignified work of truth telling 
will impress itself upon the mind of any thinking 
person who will giye bimself the opportunity. of 
making the comparison. 

/“ How Britain Prepared” has a lesson for the 
United States. “Civilization” is a drug to an 
awakening intelligence. The United States needs 
to make a rational use of experience and ‘make a 
rational estimate of expectancy. It cannot safely 
guide itself by horror. 

Moving pictures are being used for propaganda. 
In that work they are much more effective than 
editorials. A moving picture can do in three hours 
something that it. will take editorials three years to 
undo, if the editorial ever can accomplish it. 

Therefore when a ‘moving picture concern, for 
commercial] reasons or for any others, undertakes to 
influence public opinion it invites the attention of 
the slower and less effective editorial. That is why 
“ Civilization” exposes itself to eomment which 
would be unnecessary if the case were merely one 
of celluloid twaddle about human emotions and acts 
that did not contribute to important decisions. 

“ Civilization ” is an insincere and comic picture 
of war and its causes. It endeavors to convince its 
spectators that a great disaster is brought to a 
people by the malignant handling of trivial incident 
by a Moloch minded militarist. 


The simple peasants cavorting with their cattle, 
all seemingly immune from any other penalties of 
life than that of war, are yanked into the burning 
furnace. ‘The pleasant fecundity of q smiling land 
invites the high explosive shell; Recruiting officers 
tear the aged dame’s son from her trembling arms 
and kick her false teeth down her throat. Bellona 
invades Utopia and destroys it, for no reason. The 
stalwart lover who but‘for this invasion of his dove 
cote never would have known even the toothache, 
much less the rheumatism, is dragged from his fair 
Chloe, and Chloe herself is thrown into the garbage 
pail. 

The war itself is a comic hell. An honest rep- 
resentation of war as a real hell would be a notable 
contribution to sane thinking. It might induce a 
people to avoid it by very practical means and to 
be determined that if they got into it they would 
escape just as much hell as the efficiency of their ' 
preparations would allow. 

We do not object to war being described as hell 
with all the power the moving picture can command, 
but we do object to an effort to persuade a people 


that peace is heaven. 

That might work if all the world were William 
Jennings Bryan, but it will not work in this world | 
at any time within the prospect of this or ten other 
generations. If “ Civilization” teaches the lesson 
that the way to avoid war is by hating it, and the 
way to preserve peace is by loving it, it will bam- 
boozle a lot of people to their own hurt. 

The sane reality of the picture at the Colonial is 
a rest to the mind. It shows an unready nation, 
one whose unreadiness did not prevent it from need- | 
ing every military item it had neglected to provide. 
It shows the recruiting, the organizing of factories, 
the production of material, the gathering . of the | 
nation’s strength... 

It is a handling of the most real and unimagina- 
tive material. It goes along without an attempt to 
intoxicate the emotions. It takes undecorated de- 
tails that seemingly have not a thrill in them. It 
seems to-be as uninspired as a hardware catalogue. 
Gradually in the mind of any perceptive person 
there forms the idea that this is a real nation in a 
real trouble. The immensity of the effort begins to 
appal the comprehension. A thing is in the forming, 
and it is a tremendous thing. And when out of all 
this grim, workaday agony there appears on the 
screen such masses of trained, disciplined, willing 
men as American eyes have not seen since 1865, the 
thrill is real. 

The plain that shows these marching men, an 
array that suggests the myriads of Xerxes, holds a 
lesson for the American people. That might be an 
American field, and the question is shouid we have 
the time to fill it?.

HAT King George's sec- 
ond and sallor son, 
Prince Albert, recently 
promoted to the rank 
of sublieutenant in the 
royal navy, took part 
in the recent great sea 
battle off the cvast of 
Denmark and was in 
the thick of the fight- 
ing on board one of 
the battle cruisers has 
only just been official- 
ly announced. The 
prince got off without a 
scratch, although the 
casualties on hig ship 
were large. 

What the name of the ship is cannot be stated 
for the present. Everything relating to Admiral 
Sir John Jellicoe’s great fleet in the North sea 
is enveloped with the titmost secrecy. 

This is the first occasion of a prince of the 
reigning house of England taking part ih any 
great naval battle since the days when James 
Il., while still Duke of York, was lord hign ad- 
miral of the navy.

He was serving under Admira)] Sir 
John Jellicoe as midshipman during the early 
stages of the war, but had to be sent ashore last 
year to undergo an operation for appendicitis at 
Edinburgh, from which his recovery was very 
slow, complications having set in.

For Clotworthy Up- 
ton, the first Viscount 
Templetown, was the 
grantee, in the middle Pad BZ 
of the eighteenth cen- : 
tury, of 20,000 acres in what is now the state o 
New York, the tract being known as Upton’s 
He obtained this grant through the in- 
fluence of the Dowager Princess of Wales, 
mother of George III. He was the controller of 
her household, 

His son, the second Viscount Templetown, had 
married Countess Christine von Litzenberg, a 
natural daughter of King Frederick William II. 
of Prussia and of that Frederica Rietz who, of 
humble origin, played so important a _ rd6le 
throughout that monarch’s life and reign in spite 
of his marriage and of his passing infatuations 
for various other beautiful women. It was she, 
indeed, who pefayaded him to withdraw from the 
coalition against republican France in the clos- 
ing years of the eighteenth century in the face 
of the urgent appeals of his ministers and of 
his royal and imperial allies, 

Curiously enough, there is no mention of this 
marriage of the second Lord Templetown to the 
king of Prussia’s natural daughter in the stand- 
ard “ Peerages,” such as Burke’s and Debrett’s. 
But it is recorded in the March-number in 1793 
of the Gentleman’s Magazine, at that time the 
principal organ of the British aristocracy, as 
having taken place in the preceding month, and 
it is also recorded in the various standard works 
of the period, it being intimated that she re- 
ceived a large fortune from her royal father 
by way of dowry. , ; 

The Uptons are an ancient house, which is 
still represented in England by the Uptons of 
Ingmire hall, in Westmoreland, that furnished 
in olden times many members to. the sovéreign 
order of the Knights of Malta. The first of the 
family to settle in Ireland, was Henry Upton, one 
of the commanders of the forces in Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s reign and who received a large grant 
of land in County Antrim for his services in 
suppressing the Irish rebellion. His property 
included an ancient castle, to which he gave the 
name of Castle Upton in memory of his ances- 
tral home, L’Upton, in Devonshire. These Up- 
tons of County Antrim received an Irish barony 
of Templetown in 1776 and were advanced to a 
viscounty thirty years later. 

Lord Templetown lost the elder of his two 
sons, Capt. the Hon. Eric Upton of the King’s 
Royal Rifle corps, at the front in France last 
year. Eric came quite prominently before the 
public shortly before the beginning of the war 
in an unsuccessful suit by a Capt. Michael Col- 
ley of the Royal Field artillery against his wife, 
in which Eric was named as co-respondent. Mrs. 
Colley won the case and secured vindication, 
both for herself and for Capt. Upton. 

But what attracted so much interest in the 
affair and converted it into a cause célébre was 
that Capt. Colley, who is a spiritualist, based 
many of the gravest allegations against his wife 
on spiritualistic revelations, obtained through the 
intervention of so-called mediums, from the Wa- 
terloo Duke of Wellington, who was disrespect- 
fully referred to in the course of the evidence 
by Capt. Colley as “ Old Nosey.” 

It may be remembered that the tron duke had 
a huge beak and that the original name of his 
family was Colley.

CARING FOR BABY IN HOT WEATHER. 


BOUT one-tenth of the babies born 
die before reaching one year of 
age. Of the total number of 
deaths of babies much more than 
half occur during June, July, Au- 

gust, September, and October. The 
worst month is August. July and Sep- 
tember are in the second class. June 
leads October in the third class. 

There is no way of knowing how much 
sickness there is among babies., The 
few observations, such as that made in 
New York City by Dr. D. B. Armstrong, 
indicate that the number of sick babies 
in the hot season is many times as 
great es the number of deaths of ba- 
bies. At that, things are better than 
they were a few years ago. And more 
than half the improvement has been in 
the death rate of babies in summer. 

There are mothers who never lose any 
babies) There are mothers whose babies 
are rarely sick. These facts show us 
that a heavy baby death rate is not 
necessary. A mother who is reasonably 
well informed and reasonably careful 
can keep her baby healthy during the 
hot weather. 

The baby knows how to suck when he 
is born. It is an inherited instinct. In 
fact, he understands sucking better 
when he is newborn than he ever will 
after that. The older he grows the less 
he knows about it. When born he sucks 
and swallows without making use of 
his breathing muscles. When he gets to 
be grown he, like Abraham Lincoln's 
steamboat which stopped whistling 
when it paddled and stopped paddling 
when it whistled, must stop breathing 
when he sucks and stop sucking when 
he breathes.

For sucking purposes the young infant 
has two peds of fat in his cheeks. The 
salivary glands are active from the day 
of birth. The teeth are formed in the 
main before birth. During the first 
months of life they grow in size and 
start toward the gums. In a certain 
sense a baby is teething from the time 
of birth until he reaches 2% years of 
age. His teeth begin to come through 
the gums at from 5 to 8 months of age. 

Teething irritates about as much and 
about as little at one time as another. 
The developing teeth are always [from

birth to 2 years of age) the source of a lit- 


‘tle irritation. On the other hand. they do 


not irritate enough to produce dysentery, 
summer complaint, bowel trouble or any 
other illness.

The stomach secretions of the young 
baby are almost the same and are almost 
as active as are those of the grown per- 
son. The stomach curdies milk, slightly 
digests the albumin and the fats, breaks 
up the. curds, and? moves: the digesting 
mass into the intestines. The stomach 
begins to push food into the small in- 
testine ip half an hour. It empties itself 
in: abouti two hours: and; a half. When 
babies are nursed every two hours the 
stomach is never empty and never geta 
arest. A three hour interval is better be- 
cause it allowsa half hour for rest. After 
the baby is 3% months old a four hour 
method is even better because it allows a 
longer rest period.

The liver is very large, which indicates 
that the liver work is very important. 
To get the weight of the liver of an adult 
divide the total weight, by 35; to get, the 
weight of the liver of.a.new* born babe, 
divide the total weight by 18. A newly 
born babe, therefore, has twice as much 
liver for his size as an adult. The liver 
is large throughout the years of early 
childhood. To get the weight of the 
liver of a child divide the total weight 
by 20. The liver of a baby is very active 
in protecting it against the various poi- 
sons to which he is subjected and of 
which his tissues are not yet tolérant. 

The pancreas contains all the ferments 
which belong in pancreatic juice, but 
they are in small quantities. The in- 
testinal juice contains all the ferments 
which belong in it. Theoretically, a baby 
can digest starch. Nevertheless, it is 
not regarded as safe to give a baby raw 
starch unless the starch has first been 
converted into dextrin or into maltose. 

The small intestine of a young baby is 
not so long, compared to the large in- 
testine, as in older persons. A baby’s 
bowels move whenever feces reach the 
lower end of the large intestine. A nor- 
mal baby should have two bowel move- 
ments a day. If the food is breast milk 
the stool is orange-yellow in color and 
acid in reaction. If artificially fed on 
cow's milk alone, the color is lemon-yel- 
low. If malt sugar has been added to the 
milk the stool is brown. . 

We give this brief reference to the 
anatomy and physiology of the digestive 
apparatus of a baby as a basis for some 
information about digestive disturbances 
in babies. 

~~ 

The heavy death rate in summer among 
babies is due to disturbance in the 
stomach and intestines. If there are 
groups of mothers who rarely lose their 
babies there must be some rules which 
other mothers can learn to follow which 
will save their babies for them. 

The first and most important of all rules 
is to breast feed the baby. The natural 
milk for @ baby is mother’s milk. Dr. 
Chapin of New York City has shown that 
there is a fundamental difference in milks 
at certain stages of digestion according to 
the kind of animal from which it is ob- 
tained. The milk fromm a meat eating 
animal acts a certain way; that from a 
grass eating animal another way, and 
that from ea mixed diet animal a third 
way. For a human baby the only right 
milk is humana milk. 

And then there is another excellent 
reason why human milk is best. It is 
always fresh. It is never a minute oid. 
Cow's milk ig usually days old in the 
city and hours old In the country. 

Human breast milk is free from bac- 
teria or nearly so. Cow's milk always 
contains thousands and sometimes con- 
tains millions of bacteria. 

And, finally, statistics confirm what 
reason dictates—breast feeding is the 
best way to keep the baby well in hot 
weather. 

The second best rule is that flies be kept 
away from the baby. Dr. Levy. health

Dr. Kerley, in the chapter on preven-

Based on these opinions, at the Babies’ 
hospital the mothers are taught the value 
of fresh air, the use of boiled water a: 
a beverage, and the benefit of frequent 
sponging on hot days. Each mother and 
nurse has it impressed upon her that she 
must wash her hands in soap and water 
before touching the baby’s food or feed- 
ing apparatus for any purpose, and that 
there must be a covered vessel in which 
soiled napkins are to be kept until washed. 

At the first sign of bowel trouble they 
are taught to stop the milk at once, to 
give instead a cereal water, such as bar- 
ley water or rice water, and a dose of 
castor oll. They are taught that a green 
watery stool means that the baby is ili 
and needs treatment. ; 

Bowel trouble starts in rather mildly in 


most cases. It may start with several 
green watery stools, perhaps with a littie 
fever and a few vomiting spells. Maybe 
there will be nothing more than one or 
two green loose stools. Prompt treat- 
ment at this time, including change from 
a milk diet to barley water, will stop 
nine cases out of ten in a few days. 

Ninety-nine out of 100 cases start grad- 
val’y and slowiy. Apbout one out of each 
100 starts with a violent explosion, high 
fever, watery stools, vomiting, great pros- 
tration. Therefore in the great majority 
of cases the parefht who has not been 
careful enough to prevent all disturbance 
can prevent serious disturbance if she 
will heed the warnings given by \mild 
symptoms, — 

Therefore, let us consider the meaning 
of certain symptoms. : 

Vomiting and Diarrhcea.—Babies vomit 
very readily. If too much food is taken 
into the stomach the baby spits up the 
excess. That kind of vomiting is not 
of any particular importance when we 
are thinking of summer diarrhea. 

Vomiting accompanied by nausea, in 
which the stomach is emptied or nearly 
so, is important. If the vom.ting ‘s mere- 
ly regurgitation the remedy is to give 
leas at a feeding. If it is true vomiting 
and due to too much fat or too much 
sugar in the food, the remedy is to feed 
at @ four hour or longer interval instead 
of a two or three hour interval. 

In dyspepsia there is vomiting and 
diarrhea. The Vomit is sour. Gasa ls 
eructated. The stools are green and con- 
tain curd and mucus. If excess of sugar 
is at fault the stools are foamy, 

In malnutrition vomiting is ndt a prom- 
inent symptom. There may be a mild 
diarrhea, These are the skin and bone 
bables. These babies must have the best 
of care if they are to be saved. 3 

In summer complaint vomiting with 
nausea is likely to be a prominent symp- 
tom. The stools are watery and greenish 
and may contain blood and'mucus. Milk 
must be stopped at once and bariey water 
substituted, caster ofl given, and the 
doctor sent for.

The enormous earnings made by many 
corporations in the last year have brought 
insistent demands from stockholders that 
the money be disbursed in dividends, in- 
stead of being added to ths permanent 
assets of the companies. Stockholders of 
one corporation have brought suit for a 
court decision on their rights to a distri- 
bution. | 

The argument is advanced that when 
the directors have made e sufficient allow- 
ance from earnings to keep the property 
up to date and to insure ample working 
capital the reat of the money belongs to 
the stockholders and should be distrib- 
uted at once 

There is no doubt that extreme con- 


justice to small investors and to favor 
large holders of shares. The man of 
wealth may be wholly indifferent whether 
a certain biock of stock pays dividends 
now ornot. He knows it is earning them, 
and that if the money is not paid out it 
will steadily build up the intrinsic value 
of the shares and give them the power of 
paying much larger dividends in the dis- 
tant future, j 

The small investor probably needs the 
money. The fact that a big income is in 
| preparation for his grandchildren does 
not satisfy his present necessities, and so 
he selis out, leaving the benefits to be 
reaped by large investors, who can afford 
to wait. 

The discussion has become acute only 
in the case of a few corporations. There 
are many, however, in which the ques- 
tion might be raised. A striking example 
is found in the copper producing com- 
panies. They have paid $63,516,000 ip 
dividends in the last six months, but the 
profits are figured at $143,700,000. Com. 
panies which have no great amount of 
development work to do are holding mil- 
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servatiom as to dividends tends to do in- | 


lions of dollars in their treasuries for ne 


definite purpose. 


The question raised is a delicate one and 
well worthy of careful study by a court 
There is no doubt that reasonable con- 
servatism in paying dividends is neces- 
sary, but it is probable that the directors 
of some companies go farther in this di- 
rection than strict fairness to all interests 
would warrant.

EW people realize the excellence of 
painted furniture as an adjunct of 
period furnishing. They consider 
painted furniture as such in a class 
by itself. But it should not be clas- 

ged in this way. There are as many 
gstinct types of painted fu;~iture as 
there are Styles in different natural wood 
finish. 

ge varying are the soris of painted 
pieces that often two pieces belonging to 
different periods are utterly “ impussi- 
bie” together in one room. Take, for ex- 
ample, the exquisite, dainty Adam chair, 
delicate in both construction and coloring, 
and place it beside a Bavarian chest or 
table that is mace and painted in vigorous 
style, and one fairly kills the other.

Of whatever sort it may be, painted fur- 
piture never was more popular than it is 
today.

A local author who has lately written 
@ book on home furnishing went so far 
as to Say that ** all furniture of the Adam 
period was painted.” This sweeping as- 
sertion is, of course, a mistake, but a 
large per cent of the furniture made by 
the brothers Adam was paint embel- 
lished. Great are the names of the ar- 
tists whose creative ability found ex- 
pression in painting panels and motifs. 
on furniture of that time. Angelica, 
Kauffman, Gergolesi, and Capriani are 
names destined to live forever in the his- 
tory of furniture. 

Characteristic of the brothers Adam is 
the painting of the furniture all over in 
some solid light color—dove color, sage 
green, or old ivory—and then decorating : 
with lines in a contrasting hue, before 
finishing with medallions in classic de- 
sign, wreaths, festoons, urns, etc. Some- 
times only portions of the wood were 
painted, especially when some decorative 
wood such as satinwood was employed, 
Placques, cameos, and panels were often 
painted by celebrated artists in spaces 
left for the purpose. In lieu of painting 
motifs of wedgwood were frequently in- 
serted.

For centuries long the salad was sim- 
ply a green thing like lettuce, cress and 
green herbs. I.have recipes 2,000 years 
old to prove this, and others only a few 
hundred of the same composition. In 
cosmopolftan names of dishes “ salad ”’ 
stands for lettuce and its relative. 

Celery, cucumbers, tomatoes, and on- 
fons are of the same nature. To under- 


‘| stand the difference between the lightness 


of these and the heaviness of nuts, we 
must know the caloric value of these as 
a class. Lettuce and celery are below 
100 and tomato is only 104. Nuts pretty 
nearly average 3,000. Pecans are 3,330; 
walnuts, 3,200; almonds, 2,940; peanuts, 
2,400; Brazil nuts, 3,162. 

Suppose this were a matter of dollars 
and cents. We would soon be bankrupt 
if we spent $32 when we might spend $1 
and get greater benefit. Any one who 
knows millionaires knows that they have 
to pay $100 often where the poor spend 
nothing. If they spend it, say, for green 
acres of private grounds, they are often 
no happier in these than we are ir the 
public parks, and may be worse off be- 
cause of those who infest their property.

There are thousands of people who have. 

millionaire habits in foods who cannot 
afford them. They do not need to buy 
lobster and quail either to gratify these 
habits. For instance, nuts in any but 
the slightest quantity should not be eaten 
at the same meal with meat, fish, cake, 
custards, or cheese. A mayonnaise dress- 
ing, which is most often used with nuts, 
has as high food value as butter. Few 
people could eat a big piece of butter, 
without some accompaniment, but they 
could eat it if sweetened and flavored, as 
in a butter icing. They can eat the may- 
onnaise because the olive oil is seasoned 
with acid, salt, pepper, etc. 


The point is, that people should under- 
stand that they can overioad their stom- 
achs without getting much bulk, fust as 
they can eat a great bulk of food, say 
lettuce or celery, and get almost no food 
to energise their muscles, though they 
are’getting good coloring and other mat- 
ter for their blood. 

Unless we serve our fruit salad in 
chilled glasses, we should have a green 
base of lettuce, cress, endive,.or ro- 
maine. These should always have been 
washed and either dried by shaking 
them in a dry cloth or towel, or left long 
enough so that the water on them has 
had time to evaporate. This evaporation 
crisps any green thing. 

No salad should be sloppy and only the 
fruit salads should be wet, and even the 
ideal fruit salad is not wet. The green 
base should never be cut with a steel 
knife, but broken with the fingers. The 
only time when we cut lettuce is making 
a chiffonade salad. We use the scissors 
then, because there is. no other way to 
do it. 

In serving a fruit salad it is well to 
sprinkle the dish or even the green base 
with a little powdered sugar before add- 
ing the fruit. : 

Onions, chives, and shallots are excel- 
lent with lettuce, tomatoes, cucumber, 
raw okra, etc., but they are not ideal 
with fruit, although some people use 
them. Chopped chives are the daintiest, 
or onion juice or onion scraped to a pulp.

swarms there are shooting stars. 

A meteor is déstroyed when it enters 
the earth’s atmosphere. The earth 
catches and burns it. Out in the ether 
they proceed unharmed, but when they 
are caught in an atmosphere which pro- 
duces friction they are unable to with- 
stand the heat. 


It is only when they hit the atmosphere 
jthat they become visible. It is in de- 
struction that they are seen. When their 
constituent elements are being annihi- 
lated by heat and reduced to flaming gas 
they flash across the sky. 


A meteor travels at great speed, some- 
times more than twenty miles a second. 
The resistance the earth’s atmosphere 
offers would be nothing to a slowly movy- 
ing body, but in the case of a rapidly 
moving object the friction ‘generates enos~ 
mous heat. 


Meteors are not large. In the sky they 
are like countless myriads of birds among 
the great objects of the heavens. They 
are several miles apart in swarms meas- 
ured by hundreds of thousands of miles. 
Frequently one is large enough to sur- 
vive its invasion of the earth's atmos- 
phere and, caught in the h'‘s attrac- 
tion, to fall and be found. +
